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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity in the United States, as measured by 
the New York Times index, gained fractionally in the four- 
week period ending July 24, and was 7 per cent above the 
similar four-week period in 1942. Freight car loadings 
in the same four-week period gained 9 per cent from the 
preceding four weeks, but were 3 per cent below the July, 
1942, level. 

Income Payments increased in June from May by 1 per 
cent, approximately the same rate of increase in effect 
for the last several months. June income payments were 
25 per cent above June, 1942. 

Industrial Production declined 1 per cent in June, but was 
14 per cent higher than June, 1942. In the first half of 
1948 the volume of industrial production was 17 per cent 
greater than that of the first half of 1942. 

Munitions Production, as measured by the WPB muni- 
tions index, rose 3 per cent in June, placing the rate of gain 
in munitions production back on the same trend line it has 
followed in the main for over a year. In the first half 
of 1948 the output of munitions was 139 per cent greater 
than in the first half of 1942. 

Steel Production declined 4 per cent in June, and was 
only fractionally higher than in June 1942. The industry 
operated in June at 95 per cent of capacity, which was a 
rate 4 per cent lower than in May, and 2 per cent lower 
than in June, 1942. Similarly, shipments of finished steel 
made by the United States Steel Corporation declined 9 per 
cent in June, and were 13 per cent lower than in June, 
1942. In the first half of 1943 the Corporation’s shipments 
were 4 per cent less in volume than in the first half of 1942. 

Retail Trade, as measured by the sales of independent 
stores in all lines of business in 34 states, increased 3 per 
cent in June from May, and was 26 per cent higher than 
in June, 1942. Department store sales declined seasonally 
in June, but were 12 per cent above the level of June, 1942. 

The Total Value of Construction Contracts Awarded de- 
clined 2 per cent in June. A gain of 26 per cent in the non- 
residential classification off-set a decline of 24 per cent in 


public works and utilities, and, with a decline of residential 
contracts of 3 per cent, left the total volume of construction 
contracts awarded 2 per cent under May, 1943. In the first 
half of 1948 the total volume of construction declined 50 
per cent, with the decline shared about equally in all three 
classifications. 

Price Trends in June supplied one of the biggest items of 
news on the home front. Wholesale and retail food prices 
declined fractionally in June from May, and the increase 
in cost-of-living was slowed for the first month to a frac- 
tional gain. Preliminary reports for July indicate that the 
cost-of-living index actually declined, due largely to a de- 
cline in the retail food price component. 

IN OHIO 

Business Activity in Ohio, as measured by the Bureau’s 
index of bank debits in 18 cities, rose 3 per cent in June 
from May, and in the first half of 1948 averaged 19 per cent 
higher than in the first half of 1942. 

Agricultural Income in Ohio remained at the same level 
in June as in May, but in the first six months of 1943 
averaged 36 per cent higher than in the corresponding 
period of 1942. 

Electric Power Production in Ohio increased 3 per cent 
in June, and was 17 per cent above June, 1942. 

Bituminous Coal Production declined 36 per cent in June, 
and was 37 per cent below June, 1942. In the first half 
of 1943 Ohio bituminous coal production amounted to 2 
per cent less than in the first half of 1942. 

The Value of Construction Contracts Awarded in Ohio 
declined 4 per cent in June, due entirely to a 26 per cent 
decline in the residential classification, which over-balanced 
a 7 per cent gain in non-residential construction and a 9 
per cent gain in public works and utilities construction. 
In the first half of 1942 total value of construction in Ohio 
amounted to only about half of the value in the first six 
months of 1942, with all classifications sharing in the 
decline. 

Retail Trade in Ohio gained 4 per cent in June, and was

© Gross national product or expenditure is a statistic designed to 
measure, in terms of current dollars, the value of all goods and 
services produced by an economy. It is the market value of all 
goods and services produced and —_ to final buyers by private 
industry during a given period, plus current value of the 
change in inventories, plus the value of government “output” 
as measu by government payments to the factors of produc- 
tion. “Gross national product” differs from ‘National In- 
come” in that National Income roughly represents business 
savings plus the money earned by the people producing the 
gross National Product.

Urban Living Costs in Ohio failed to increase for 


the first month in almost two years, but were 8 per 


cent higher than in June, 1942. 
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Employment in all industries increased 1 per cent in June 
bringing the level of employment to 12 per cent above 
June, 1942. In the manufacturing industries employment 
also increased 1 per cent in June from May, but was 16 pers 
cent higher than in June, 1942. Employment in the non. 
manufacturing industries rose 1 per cent in June, but was 
4 per cent below the level of June, 1942. 

In the first 6 months of 1948 compared with the similar 
period in 1942, employment in all manufacturing industrie; 
rose 19 per cent. Employment trends in the manufacturing 
industries over this period were mixed with the war in. 
dustries having expansion in employment ranging up to 
86 per cent, and other manufacturing industries, particular. 
ly those manufacturing consumer goods primarily, operat: 
ing at a reduced level of employment during this period 
Employment declines also occurred in the non-manufactur: 
ing and construction industries during the 6-month period 
under comparison. 


Pay Rolls in Ohio continued to expand in June, with 
aggregate value in all industries and in the manufacturing 
industries gaining 1 per cent from May, and reaching : 
level of 32 and 37 per cent, respectively, above June, 1942, 
Pay rolls in the non-manufacturing industries in 
5 per cent in June from May, and construction pay rolls

rose 11 per cent. 

In the first 6 months of 1948, compared with the first 
6 months in 1942, the aggregate volume of pay rolls in all 
industries rose 35 per cent, and in manufacturing industries 
as a whole, 42 per cent. In non-manufacturing industries 
the gain was 4 per cent. However, construction pay rolls 
declined 25 per cent over this period. Nearly every manu- 
facturing industry had large gains in pay rolls in the 
6-month period. The only manufacturing industry sub- 
groups which had declines in the volume of pay rolls were 
brick and tile manufactures; china, and pottery; stone, 
clay and glass products; and miscellaneous. 


Man-Hours Worked in the manufacturing industries 
gained fractionally in June from May. Increases in the num- 
ber of man-hours worked occurred in June in nearly all the 
manufacturing industries, a conspicuous exception being 
the metal products industry, which showed a decline of 2 
per cent, and the lumber products industry, which declined 
fractionally. In the non-manufacturing industries the total 
man-hours worked in June increased 4 per cent. 

In the first half of 1948, as compared with the similar 
period in 1942, aggregate man-hours worked in all manu- 
facturing industries increased 26 per cent. In the non- 
manufacturing industries a decline of 2 per cent occurred.

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AKRON 

Manufacturing employment increased 2 per cent 
from May, 36 per cent from June, 1942, and 45 per 
cent for the first 6 months of the year as compared 
with the same period in 1942. Employment in con- 
struction was up 3 per cent from May, but was down 
21 per cent from June, 1942. Manufacturing pay 
rolls were up 4 per cent from May, 65 per cent from 
June, 1942, and 74 per cent for the year to date. 
Cost of living increased fractionally from May and 
was up 5 per cent from June, 1942. Retail sales of 
30 independent stores were up 5 per cent from May. 
Bank debits in June were up 5 per cent from last 
month. For the year to date as compared with the 
same period last year bank debits rose 44 per cent; 
industrial power consumption, 24 per cent; and the 
value of building permits, 33 per cent. 


CANTON 

June employment in manufacturing industries was 
up 1 per cent from May, 5 per cent from June, 1942, 
and 9 per cent for the year to date. All manufactur- 
ing pay rolls were down 2 per cent from May, but 
were up 15 per cent from June, 1942, and 23 per cent 
for the first 6 months of the year as compared with 
the same period in 1942. Sales of 27 independent 
retailers were up 7 per cent from May and 22 per 
cent from June, 1942. Bank debits rose 7 per cent 
from May, 6 per cent from June, 1942, and 15 per 
cent for the year to date. The value of building per- 
mits declined 49 per cent from May and 88 per cent 
from June, 1942. 


CINCINNATI 

Manufacturing employment increased fractionally 
from May and 29 per cent from June, 1942. Con- 
struction employment in June declined 1 per cent 
from May and 34 per cent from June, 1942. All 
manufacturing pay rolls were up 1 per cent from 
May, 52 per cent from June, 1942, and 54 per cent 
for the first 6 months of the year as compared with 
the same period in 1942. Cost of living was up 1 per 
cent from May and 6 per cent from June of last year. 
Sales of 55 independent retailers were up 7 per cent 
from May and 24 per cent from June, 1942. Retail 
food prices in June rose fractionally from May. The 
steel industry operated at 93 per cent of capacity, 
which was 2 per cent higher than in May. 


CLEVELAND 

June employment in manufacturing industries 
increased 1 per cent from May, 18 per cent from 
June, 1942, and 20 per cent for the first 6 months of 
the year as compared with the same period in 1942. 
Construction employment was up 8 per cent from 
May, but was down 34 per cent from June, 1942. 
Cost of living in June was unchanged from May, but 
was up 6 per cent from June, 1942. Sales of 87 inde- 
pendent retailers rose 9 per cent from May and 24 
per cent from June, 1942. Retail food prices were up 
2 per cent from May and 17 per cent from June, 
1942. The steel industry operating rate increased 2 
per cent from May. Bank debits rose 5 per cent from 
May, 19 per cent from June, 1942, and 20 per cent 
for the year to date.

COLUMBUS 

June employment in manufacturing industries was 
up fractionally from May, 31 per cent from June, 
1942, and 35 per cent for the first 6 months of the 
year as compared with the same period in 1942. 
Manufacturing pay rolls rose 2 per cent, 48 per cent, 
and 55 per cent, respectively, for the same periods of 
time. Retail sales of 46 independent retailers in- 
creased 8 per cent from May and 31 per cent from 
June, 1942. Retail food prices were down 1 per cent 
from May, but were up 12 per cent from June, 1942. 
Bank debits were down 11 per cent from last month, 
but increased 16 per cent from June, 1942, and 17 
per cent for the year to date. 


DAYTON 

Manufacturing employment rose fractionally from 
May and 24 per cent from both June, 1942, and the 
year to date. Construction employment was up 4 
per cent from May, but declined 20 per cent from 
June, 1942. Cost of living was down fractionally, but 
rose 5 per cent from June of last year. Retail sales 
of 30 independent retailers were up 11 per cent from 
May and 25 per cent from June, 1942. Bank debits 
declined 7 per cent from May, but were up 12 per 
cent from June, 1942. Industrial power consumption 
was up 1 per cent from May and 32 per cent from 
June of last year. The value of building permits 
declined 38 per cent from May and 4 per cent for the 
year to date. 


TOLEDO 

Manufacturing employment in June increased 2 per 
cent from May, 17 per cent from June, 1942, and 15 
per cent for the first 6 months of the year as com- 
pared with the same period in 1942. In the same 
periods of time, manufacturing pay rolls advanced 
3 per cent, 27 per cent, and 29 per cent, respectively. 
Cost of living declined fractionally from May, but 
was up 5 per cent from June, 1942. Retail sales of 
54 independent retailers rose 8 per cent from May 
and 31 per cent from June, 1942. Bank debits were 
up 3 per cent from May and 13 per cent from June 
of last year. Industrial power consumption increased 
9 per cent from May and 24 per cent from both 
June, 1942, and the year to date. 


YOUNGSTOWN 

June manufacturing employment was up 1 per cent 
from May, but was down 8 per cent for the first 6 
months of the year as compared with the same period 
in 1942, Manufacturing pay rolls were down 1 per 
cent from May, but were up 18 per cent from June, 
1942, and 14 per cent for the year to date. Cost of 
living declined 3 per cent from May, but was up 7 
per cent from June, 1942. Retail sales of 24 inde- 
pendent retailers were up fractionally from last 
month and 27 per cent from June, 1942. Bank debits 
in June increased fractionally from May, and 11 per 
cent from both June, 1942, and the year to date. 
Industrial power consumption was down 4 per cent 
from May. The steel industry operated at 97 per cent 
of capacity, which was up 1 per cent from May, 2 


Per cent from June, 1942, and 6 per cent for the year 
to date. 
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Civilian Population Changes in Ohio Metropolitan Counties, April 1, 1940 to March 1, 1943 


One of the significant tendencies in the war period has 
been the shift in population among areas and localities of 
the United States. In general, those localities which are 
the centers of new or heavily expanded production of war 
materials, or in which military establishments have been 
located, have had heavy influxes of civilian population. 
Preliminary estimates indicate that the movement of 
civilian population has been from the West North Central, 
Mountain and Middle Atlantic states, chiefly, and into 
localities in the Pacific Coast, East North Central and 
South Atlantic states. In addition, the movement from 
rural to urban areas has occurred in nearly all states and 
has over-lain the regional shifts which have occurred. 


Ohio is one of the states in the East North Central 
region which has had a moderate over-all increase in 
civilian population since the last census of population in 
April, 1940. In addition, population shifts of significant 
magnitude have occurred within the state. 


An indication of the extent of these population changes 
in the state is provided by the preliminary estimates of 
the civilian population of metropolitan counties which 
have been compiled by the Bureau of the Census, U. S. 
Department of Commerce. The estimates are based on the 
registrations for War Ration Book Two during the initial 
registration period, February 22 to 27, 1943, adjusted to 
add to an independent estimate of the population qualified 
to register in the United States as a whole. An estimate 
of the civilian population in institutions was added to the 
adjusted number of registrations to give an estimate of the 
total civilian population. 

Included in the 137 areas for which preliminary estimates 
have been compiled are 10 metropolitan counties! in Ohio. 
According to these estimates, 7 of the 10 Ohio metro- 
politan counties had increases in civilian population in the 
period April 1, 1940, to March 1, 1943, and 3 had de- 
creases. Dayton (Montgomery County), with a 16.1 per 
cent increase, had the largest growth in civilian population, 
followed by Columbus (Franklin County) with a 7.1 per 
cent increase, Akron (Summit County) with a 6.5 per cent 
increase, and the 4-county Cincinnati area, in which 
civilian population gained 5.5 per cent. Toledo (Lucas 
County) had the largest decline in civilian population, 5.4 
per cent, and Cleveland (Cuyahoga County) and Youngs- 
town (Mahoning County) each had a decline of 2.3 per 
cent. 


In the 10 Ohio metropolitan county areas as a whole, 
civilian population is estimated to have gained 2.4 per 
cent. This over-all gain is almost identical with the in- 
crease of 2.5 per cent in the total of the 137 metropolitan 
county areas of the United States. 


Ohio’s experience in population changes in its metro- 
politan counties duplicates the experience of the United 
States as a whole. Of the 137 areas in the United States, 
83 showed a gain in civilian population and 54 showed a 


1A metropolitan county is a county which, in 1940, had at least half 
its civilian population in a “metropolitan district’”—i.e. the ‘‘densely 
populated minor civil divisions in and around cities of 50,000 or more 
inhabitants.” In the case of Cincinnati, the metropolitan county area 
included the counties of Hamilton, Ohio; Dearborn, Indiana; and Camp- 
bell and Kenton, Kentucky. For all other Ohio metropolitan counties,

loss, with the relative change ranging from a gain of 53.4 
per cent in the Mobile, Alabama, metropolitan county to a 
loss of 28.9 per cent in the Sioux City, Iowa, metropolitan 
county. The largest absolute increase in civilian population 
was, of course, in the Washington, D. C. metropolitan 
counties (+262,000), while the greatest numerical loss was 
in the New York-Northeastern New Jersey metropolitan 
counties (—436,000). 

Data concerning the magnitude of population changes, 
and the anticipated permanency of the new population dis- 
tribution, represent fundamental and indispensable infor- 
mation for the guidance of the policies of business, social 
agencies and local, state and federal governments, not only 
during the war period but in the planning of post-war 
readjustments. As further authoritative estimates of civil- 
ian population by county areas become available, additional 
analyses of the data will be presented in the Bulletin.
